THE  Earl  of  Marlborough'/ 5fmc«;  fo  her  Majefiy^ 
and  to  the  Pnhlick,  have  been  fo  eminent^  both  in  hts 
Command  of  the  Army,  and  in  his  having  (flahl  Jljed  sn 
entire  Confidence  and  good  Correspondence  between  her 
Aiajejly  and  the  States-General^  that  fie  has  thought  fit

A-foJI-  Graciouf  Sovereign, 
VI^Hereas  the  eminent  and  uuparallel'd  Serv/ces 
,  ^^  performed  to  your  Majefty,  and  the  Crown  of 
£ngla7jd,  by  the  moft  noble  John  Duke  of  Alarlbo- 
rough^  are  well  known,  not  only  to  your  MajeRy  and 
all  your  Subjefts,  but  to  all  Europe-^  who  will  al- 
ways remember,  that  the  Alliance  which  your  Ma- 
jefty's  Roval  Brother  King  iVillia-m  III.  of  glorious 
Memory,  had  in  a  little  time  before  his  Death,  con- 
traded  by  the  Miniftry  of  the  faid  Duke  of  Afarl- 
koroHgh^  as-  his  Majefty's  AmbafTctdor  Extraordinary, 
and  Plenipotentiary  to  the  States- General  of  the 
United  Provinces,  for  preferving  the  Liberties  of 
Eiirope  agaiaft  the  Ambition  of  France,^  were  imme- 
diately atier  your  Majefly's  Happy  Acceflion  to  the 
Throne  by  the  faid  Duke,  then  employed  by  your 
Majefty  in  the  fame  Charafter,  confirmed  and  im- 
proved,and  others  were  contrafted, whereby  the  Confe- 
'cieracy^  which  had  been  dilTolv'd'at  the  end  ot  the  laft 
Year,  was  reunited  in  a  ftricl:er  and  firmer  League  : 
And  that  in  the  firft  Year  of  your  Majefty's  Reign, 
the  faid  Duke  of  Marlborough  did  fo  well  execute  the. 
C^mmilfion   and  Orders  which  he  received  from  your 
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Majcfty,    as   Captain   General,   and   Commander   in 
Chief  of  your  Majefty's  Forces,  That  he  not  only 
extended   the  Frontier  of   Holland^    by   taking   the 
Towns  and  Fortrefles  of  P^cnloy    Ruremond^    Steven- 
fwarty  and  Ltige^   but  foon  obliged  the  Enemy  (who 
bad  been  at  the  Gates  of  N'utieghen)  to  feek  Shelter 
behind  their  Lines.  And  the  next  Campaign  by  taking 
Boriy  Huy  and  Limhourgh^  added  all  the  Country  be- 
tween the  Rhine  and  the  Aiaes   to    the  Conqueft  of 
the   preceeding    Year.     And  that  in  the   memorable 
Year  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Four,  when 
your  Majefty  was  generoufly  pleafed  to  take  the  Re- 
solution of  refcuing  the  Empire  from  that  immediate 
Ruin,  to  which  by  the  Defection  of  the  Eleftor  of 
Bavaria^    it  was  expofed,    The  Meafures  which  hy 
your  Majefty's  Wifdom  and  Goodnefs  had  been  de- 
vifed  and  concerted,  were  purfued  by  the  faid  Duke, 
with  the  utmoft  Diligence,  Secrefy,  and  good  Con- 
du£V,    in  leading   the    Forces  of  your   Majefty   and 
your  Allies,    by  a  long  and   difficult   March  to  the 
Banks  of  the  Danube  •,    where  the  faid  Duke  imme-: 
diately  upon  his    Arrival,   did  attack  and  force  the^ 
Bnvarians  (afllfted  by  the  French)  in  the  ftrong  En--' 
trenchments   at  ScheHenbcrg^    pafTed   the  Danube^    di- 
ftrefTed  the  Country  of  Bavaria^   and  a  fecond  time 
fought  the  Enemies,  who  had  been  reinforced  by  the 
Royal  Army  o(  France :     And  on  the  fecond  day  of 
yiugitj}^  One  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred  and  Four,  af- 
ter a  bloody  Battle,  at,  or  near  Blenheim  (altho'  the 
Enemies  had  the  Advantages  of  Number  and  Situati- 
on) did  gain  as  abfolute  and  glorious  a  Viftory,  as 
is  recorded  in  the  Hillory  of  any  Age  \  By  which  Bi- 
varia    bemg   entirely    reduced,    Ratisbon^   Aitibourgy 
tJlmy  Memingheny   and  other  Imperial  Towns  recovcr- 
edjthe  Liberty  of  the  Dyet,  and  the  Peace  of  the  Empire 
was    reftored  •,    and   Landuuy    Triers  and  Traarbach, 
being  taken,  the  War  is  carried  into  the  Dominions 
of  France.     And    forafmuch    as    the   happy    Atchicv-
